The meeting of its members at Bath has been one of the most 
successful on record, and, albeit exhibiting no extraordinary 
features, imperatively claims a brief notice at our hands. 

Bath undoubtedly offered an attractive locale for an assembly 
of the devotees of science. In the physical features of the 
neighbourhood it presents more than one problem well worthy 
of, but still waiting for, solution. It seems to challenge 
scientific investigation. We will not say it defies, for defiance 
implies antagonism, but, assuredly, it as yet eludes, satisfactory 
exposition, There was exquisite propriety in electing Sir 
Charles Lyell as president of the society for the year of its 
proceedings inaugurated at Bath ; and, in response, Sir Charles 
displayed both tact and good taste in choosing the natural

wonders of Bath for the theme of his introductory address, It 
seemed only fair that the thermal and mineral waters of that

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


A most nomerously attended public mecting was held on 
Tnesday evening at Taylor's Repository, Lambeth, to discuss the arrange- 
mente for the forthcoming South London Working Men’s Industrial Exhibition. 
Samuel Morley, Eeq., was in the chair. The proceedings were altogether of a 
moet satisfactory character. 


During the'last seven years Mr. H. E. Gurney has invited the 
whole of the teachers of the ragged-schoole in London to spend a day with him 
his seat at Nutfield. About 2290 of the teachers from 165 schools have par- 
taken of that gentleman’s hospitality. On Saturday last 400 teachers were

Wednesday being St. Matthew's Day, the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, Sheriffs, and other members of the Corporation, proceeded to Christ’s 
Hospital, for the purpose of hearing the speeches which are annually delivered 
by the Grecians who are about leaving the school for the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. The orations were well received by the audience, 
the subjects being treated with considerable ability. Prior to the ceremony 
the Corporation attended service in Chri-t Church, Newgate-street, where 
@ termon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Haig Brown, Head Master of the 
Charterhouse. 


Last week: the births of 1868 children—957 boys and 911 
girls—were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
years 1854-65 the average number (corrected) was 1848,--—-The deaths regis- 
tered in London declined from 1352, the number returned in the first week of 
September, to 1236 in the week that ended last Saturday. The average 
number of deaths in the thirty-seventh week of ten years, 1854-63, is, with the 
exclusion of deaths from epidemic cholera in 1854, and with a correction for 
increase of population, 1192. ‘The deaths from diarrhcea decreased from 189 
and 192 in the two previous weeks to 81 last week. Those from measles, which 
were above 50, and in the firet week of August rose to 102, declined to 34, 
Whooping-cough was fatal in only seventeen cases. Seventy-two deaths from 
scarlatina were recorded, besides twelve from diphtheria. Seven deaths occurred 
by carriage accidents, Two women dicd at the age of 94 years, and one at 96. 


A great fire broke out early on Monday morning in Gresham- 
street West. It began in the newly-built premises of Messrs, Tapling, carpet 
manufacturers, occupying the site of the first seven houses in the strect, and 
the upper part of which is tenanted by Messrs, Hellaby and Co., warehouse- 
men. Adjoining is Haberdashers’ Hall, one of the finest in London, which 
ruffered severely. The banqueting-hall, of which nothing now remains but 
the four walle, was of fine proportions, being about 60 ft. long by 30ft. in 
width. It was ornamented by portraits by the first masters of benefactors of 
the company, and the arms of other distinguished members of the guild wer« 
emblazoned on the windows in stained glass. The lower portions of the walls 
were panelled in oak, and the front of the gallery which ran across the 
western end of the hall was decorated with carved work by the famous 
Grinling Gibbons, The ceiling was being repainted and decorated at the time 
of the fire, On the northern side of the hall, and on the same floor, is a com- 
modious court-room ; and immediately above, on the same side, is a drawing- 
room, with an elegant corridor, overlooking the dining-hall, and approached 
from cach end of the hall by oaken staircases, The ceiling of the drawing- 
room, which had been lately repainted, has been seriously damaged by water, 
as has been much of the costly furniture ; and a fine lantern of oak by which 
one of the staircases is lighted appears much injured by the 
the fire. The roof and ceiling of the ‘ 
at the western end, entirely destroyed, and the hall i 
now open to the sky. All that remains of the roof are a few blackened 
rafters which serve to show the elegance of ita outline and design. Some if 
not all of the paintings have been saved, and two are still to beseen uninjured 
at the eastern end of the hall. The hall and offices are understood tw b 
ineured for £10,000, but that sum will, it is said, by 
damage. Soon after the fire broke out there were twelve engines, five working 
by steam, on the ground, and a full supply of water; but the attempt to save 
the premises of Messrs. ing appears to have been hopeless from the first. 
The light inflammable materials with which the upper part of the building 
was stored burnt fiercely, and the fire spread from floor to floor with incon- 
ceivable ray idity. Finding it a forlorn hope to save the principal buildings 
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directed to protect the surrounding property, all of which, stored with 
materials and merchandise of vari kinds, was of great value. The 
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Wood-street, lat« ly erected for Mr. Hugh Jones, a warehouseman in a large 
way of business, and which abutted at the back on the premises of Messt 
Tapling.

LAW AND POLICE.—Franz Miiller 
has been brought from America, charged with the murder of Mr. Briggs on the 
North London Railway in July last, left Liverpool in the care of the police last 
Saturday morning, and arrived at the Euston station in the afternoon. An 
immense crowd had gathered to see him. He was hurried intoa police van, and 
conveyed at once to Bow-street, where great numbers of people had gathered. 
On Monday he was examined at Bow-street, amidst a scene of extraordinary 
excitement. The small court was densely crowded, and among those who 
occupied seats on the bench were Prince Humbert of Italy and the Italian 
Ambassador, The only fresh evidence given was that of Mr. Briggs’s son, 
who affirmed that the watch found in the prisoner's possession when he was 
arrested on board the Victoria belonged to the deceased. He was, however, 
unable to swear positively to the hat which the police officers also found among 
Miiller’s laggage. Matthews, the cabman, repeated the evidence he had pre- 
viously given, to the effect that the hat found in the railway carriage after 
the murder was Miiller’s; and Mr. Death, the jeweller, identified the 
prisoner as the man who brought Mr, Briggs’s watch-chain to his shop and 


. who, as stated last week, 





exchanged it for another two days after the murder of Mr. Briggs, Miller 
was remanded for a week. 
The inquest on the body of Mr. Briggs was resumed on Tuesday. The cab- 


man Matthews was the chief witness under examination. At the reqnest of 
Mr. Beard (counsel for the prisoner) he put on the hat found in the railway 
carriage, and supposed to be Miiller’s. He declared that the hat was much 
too large for his head, Mr. T. J. Briggs gave evidence «imilar to that which 
he gave at Bow-strect on Monday. He pointed out differences between the 
hat found in the posession of Miiller on board the Victoria and that worn 
by his father. The proceedings were adjourned to Monday next, 

The stupid fellow King, who accused himself of being concerne! in the 
murder of Mr, Briggs, was brought up at Worship-street on Saturday and 
dismiresed, there being no foundation for his drunken self-agcusation. — 

A case of some importance was decided in the Westminster County Court 
yesterday week. Mr. Scheibler ened Mr. Harding for attendance and medicine. 
For the defence it was contended that the plaintiff could not recover as he 
‘was not dnly registered under the Medical Act. Thecounsel for Mr. Scheibler 
said that genticman was an homcopathist, and had no desire nor necessity to 
be registered under the Act. The Judge, however, held that as the plaintiff 
prescribed medicines he ought to be registered to enable him to recover, and he 
therefore gave hie verdict for the defendant, without costa. 

An 10 U does not require a stamp, but a written agreement to pay, or a 
written acknowledgment of a debt to be paid at a given time, dees, At the 
Sheriffs’ Court, yesterday week, a plaintiff was non-suited for producing such 
a document, and the Judge told him the debt might perhaps have been proved 
without the paper, tut its production obliged the Court to dismiss the caw.

On Wednesday Henry Wilkinson, 
charged with the wilful murder of his wife on the night of Sanday, the 28th 
of August, in Crore-«trect, Hatton-garden, was acquitted of the crime of 
murder, but found guilty of manslaughter, and 
imprisonment.

of about two acres, The existing Exchange will be adapted and rebuilt so as 
to form an integral part of the new edifice. The portion of the work at pre- 
sent in hand comprises the west wing, in which there will be a news-room, 
containing 1045 square yards, and, with ite accessories of conv ition- 
rooms, &c., it will cover an area of nearly 1500 yards, The news-room will 
be 82 ft. high from the floor. It is expected that this wing will be complete! 
in about two years. The cost of the whole building will be about £150,000, 
The Exchange Company have purchased the existing building and the Jand 
required for the new edifice, from the old Exchange proprietors, for the surn 
of £400,000, The Mayor, Mr. Charles Mozley, and most of the leading mer- 
chants were present. There was afterwards a banquet at the Royal Hotel. 

The National Association for the Promotion of Social Science 
began its eighth annual meeting on Thursday, in the ancient and picturesque 
city of York. Lord Brougham again occupies the office of president of the 
meeting ; the vice-presidents being the Lord Mayor of York (Mr. Holland), 
the Archbishop of York, the Earl of Carlisle, the Earl of Zetland, Lord 
Houghton, and the Dean of York. The duties of general secretary are dis- 
charged by Mr. G. H. Hastings, and the local secretaries are the Rev. Thomas 
Myers, Mr. J, W. North, and Mr. W. Proctor, M.D. The business of the 
meeting is divided amongst four departments. The firet of these deals with 
the subject of Jurisprudence and the Amendment of the Law, and its pro- 
ceedings are presided over by Sir James Wilde, Judge of the Court of Probate ; 
the Archbishop of York is the president of the second department, that of 
Education ; the third is devoted to Health, presided over by Sir Charles 
Hastings, M.D. ; and Economy and Trade are comprehended in the fourth 
department, of which Mr. Edwin Chadwick, C.B., is president. The pro- 
ceedings will be brought to a close on Thursday next by a general meeting of 
the association. The meeting promises to be a successful one. A number of 
distinguished professors, amateurs and specific, of potitico-economic science 
have signified their intention of being present. We intend to give several 
Illustrations in connection with this meeting of the Social Science Association.

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ART IN BELGIUM, 
(From a Correspondent.) 

A REMARKABLE exhibition of objects of art is now to be seen at Mechlin 
(Malines), the ecclesiastical capital of Belgium. The collection was 
formed there on the occasion of the late Roman Catholic congress, but 
was not completed as an exhibition till the middle of the present month, 
the period advertised for closing, though it is now arranged to remain 
open till Oct. 15, to allow persons to examine the collection with a 
descriptive catalogue, an advantage not enjoyed by the first visitors. 
The delay in the completion of the dayiy was caused by the 
reluctance of owners to part with their priceless treasures—articles 
many of them in daily use, or relics that have not quit 
resting-places for centuries. ; : 

The works exhibited consist of utensils, decorat:ve objects, robes, 
and all the splendid paraphernalia employed in the offices of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and they range over the Meisval, 
Renaissance, and Modern periods, They comprise a considerable 
proportion of the most valued treasures of the many churches, corpo- 
rations, and private collections of Belgium, and not a few have never 
before been publicly exhibited. It is to be regretted that so fine a 
collection is not to be seen in one of the noble medizval halls for 
which Flanders is so famous, instead of, as it is, in the inconvenient 
rooms of an ordinary residence, the Hétel Liedekerke, in the Rue de la 
Blanchisserie, where the effect the ensemble would have had is entirely 
sacrificed ; and, of course, as a mere show, it would have been vastly 
more popular in Brussels or Antwerp. ‘To the artist and the antiquary, 
however, the ancient, quaint, and picturesque see of the Belgian 
Primate presents attractious which are scarcely equalled by the capital 
or seaport, 

In attempting to give some idea of a collection of this kind the dif. 
ficulty of selection is enormous; for everywhere art-merit, historic 
interest, intrinsic or extrinsic value, compete for consideration, and, in 
many instances, in one and the same object, Let us, however, begin 
by noting that there are Byzantine crucifixes of the earliest date, 
enamelled and set with crystals; large processional crosses and 
pastoral staves, including one of ivory of the sixth century; diptychs 
of the eighth and ninth centuries ; and monstrances, one of which was 
given by Henry VIII. to Hall after the siege of Tournay, Among these, 
as among other odjets d’art, the best designs will often be found in 
combination with the roughest work, and vice versd, Of old book- 
covers there are two remarkably early examples from Tongres and 
Namur, that from the Sceurs de Notre Dame de Namur being mar- 
vellous for beauty and variety of design, material, and workmanship. 
There are a very fine chalice and a curiously beautiful altar-cover of 
Frére Hugo de Oignies. There are also a chalice and chasuble of “ St.” 
Thomas-i-Becket. The reliquaries are numerous, interesting, and 
artistic, though often very grotesquely shaped, on account of the odd 
forms they were made to contain ; perhaps the most noteworthy being 
that of St. Chandelle, of Arras, of the twelfth century. The reliquary 
of the St. Epine—so named from being said to contain a thorn from 
our Saviour’s crown—was presented by Alexander of Scotland to St. 
Louis. In 1587 Mary Queen of Scots gave it on the scaffold to the 
daughter of the Earl of Northumberland, It then passed to the 
English College at Watton, and, upon the suppression of religious 
houses, passed into the keeping of the Bishop of Ghent. ‘i: re 
is also a gold reliquary, adorned with precious stones and ena 
that once belonged to Margar York, Other reliquar 
to contain wood from the true cross, portions of the 
Virgin, a tooth of St. Nicholas, &c. Of shri: there are many in 
gold and brass, jewelled and otherwise decorated, a few being

description), or niello and repoussé work. There are nvmerous 
rings of abbots, heads of religious houses, &c., including one of Sir 
Thomas More's. A silver collar belonging to the goldsmith’s guild 
at Ghent is remarkably picturesque in its treatment. Of embroidered 
fabrics and priests’ vestments there is a gorgeous display, though few 
are good in design. Among these is a tunic of St. Bridget, left by 
Gunilda, the sister of Harold, to the cathedral of Bruges. A small 
mosaic of Roman work, presented by Sixtus IV, to the Prince of 
Chimay, is also exhibited. 

Regarding the modern work, exhibited in the lower rooms, it is to be 
remarked that, while the Continental art-workman is seen to very 
great advantage, the designs are generally inferior to the earlier 
specimens. The Belgian designer, like the nation generally, is 
influenced by French taste and predilection for the Renaissance, 
We should add that the formation of this exhibition is due to the 
exertions of an Englishman, settled in Belgium, the zealous antiquary, 
Mr. W. H. James Weal. 

Whilst at Mechlin there is this display of medieval art, at Br 
is to be seen another exhibition of a somewhat novel character 
one—now that we are beginning to feel the national importan 
monumental painting in fresco, water-glass, and mosa 
should be repeated in this country. We allude to the int 
exhibition of cartoons, including photographs from colossal , 
which is held in a temporary building of wood, situated at the rear 
of the Royal palace. The collection comprises many works of a re- 
markable character, most of them having been used in the prepara- 
tion of mural decorations, as is evident by the marks of the 
pounce-holes they contain.

instructive, from its practical nature and for the unusual faci 
affords for comparison; and not unpopular, if the attendance 

y be taken as a test. At the end of the grand salon is 
immense design, “The Reformation,” where Luther, 
standing in the centre, holds aloft the Bible, which sheds rays 
upon the heroes and worthies of the immediate period, our 
own Shakspeare occupying a prominent position in the foreground, 
Echter has two designs executed in a railway station—* The Tele- 
graph” and “The Locomotive;” Miller, of Dusseldorf, many 
religious subjects ; Guffens, of Antwerp, several historical incidents 
connected with that city ; Van Orsel, the drawings used by him for 
his decorations in the Church of Notre Dame de Lorette, Paris. Many 
other of the leading mural painters of the Netherlands, Germany, and 
France are also represented. 

Of the Antwerp salon, also now open, it may be remarked that it 
is above the average, few of the principal painters of the Belgian 
school being absent. This exhibition, for arrangement and high general 
quality, would compare advantageously with thatofour Royal Academy. 
‘he Antwerp Academy is an ancient corporation, twice as old as our 
own ; it exhibits many more works—and that fairly, none being hung 
too high for observation or, when large, more than two lines in height. 
Allare placed in black wooden boxes, which preserve the frames, and, by 
tending to isolate the pictures, increase their effect, and lessen the 
injurious influence of unfavourable juxtaposition.

‘The address was not so much a 
synoptical view of the progress of all branches of science as an inde- 
yendent contribution to one of them—namely, a monograph on the Bath 


faters : their history, the geological theories of their origin, and the 
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geok »gical phenomena to 
which such agencies are 
believed to contribute— 
problems which depend 
for their solution on 
chemical inquiries of the 
greatest nicety. The 
following opening pas- 
sages are picturesquely 
descriptive of Bath as a 
place of no ordinary in- 
terest to the cultivators 
of physical science :— 
“What renders Bath 
a peculiar point of at- 
traction to the student 
of natural phenomena is 
its thermal and minera 
waters, to the sanitary 
powers of which the 
city has owed its origin 
and celebrity. The great 
volume and high tempe- 
rature of these waters 
renders them not only 
unique in our island, but 
erhaps without a paral- 
el in the rest of Europe, 
when we duly take into 
account their distance 
from the nearest region 
of violent earthquakes 
or of active or extinct 
voleanoes. The spot 
where they issue, as we 
learn from the researches 
of the historian and an- 
tiquary, was lonely and 
desert when the Romans 
first landed in thisisland ; 
but in a few years it 
was converted into one 
of the chief cities of 
the newly - conquered 
province. On the site 
of the hot springs was 
-a large morass, from 
which clouds of white 
vapour rose into the 
air ; and there, first, was 
the spacious bath-room 
built, in a highly orna- 
mental style of archi- 
tecture, and decorated with columns, pilasters, and tesselated pave- 
ments, By its side was erected a splendid temple dedicated to 
Minerva, of which some statues and altars, with their inscriptions and 
ornate pillars, are still to be seen in the museum of this place. To 
these edifices the quarters of the garrison, and in the course of time 
the dwellings of new settlers, were added; and they were all en- 
circled by a massive wall, the solid foundations of which still 
remain,

SECTIONAL MEETINGS.—FRIDAY WEEK.

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LECTURE BY DR. LIVINGSTONE, 


On Monday evening the Bath Theatre was crowded by members of the 
British Association for the Advancement of Science, anxious to hear 
the lecture announced by Dr. Livingstone on his travels and labours 
in Africa, 

Sir R. Murchison stated that the assistant general secretary, Mr. 
Griffiths, had made such excellent arrangements that while Dr. 
Livingstone was lecturing there his lecture would be read in another 
place to many hundreds of the association who could not find room 
in the theatre, and that when that assembly was adjourned his friend 
‘would move to the other room and there thank that assembly, which 
was met to do him honour also. 

Dr, Livingstone then delivered the following lecture :— 

tn order that the remarks I have to offer may be clearly understood, it is 
necessary to call to mind some things which took place previous to the 
Zambesi expedition being sent out; and most of you are no doubt aware 
that, previous to the discovery of Lake Nygami and the well-watered country 
in which the Makalolo dwell, the idea prevailed that a large part of the 
interior of Africa was composed of vast sandy deserts, into which rivers ran 
and were lost. In a journey from sea to sea across the continent, somewhat 
north of the lake first discovered, it was found that there, too, the country 
was well watered. Large tracts of fertile soil were covered with forest, and 
occupied with a considerable population. We had, then, the form of the 
continent revealed to be an elevated plateau, somewhat depressed in the 
centre, with fissures at the sides, by which the rivers escaped to the sea; and 
this great fact in physical geography can never be referred to without 
mentioning the remarkable hypothesis by which the distinguished president of 
the Royal Geographical Society (Sir Murchison) clearly delineated it 
before it was verified by actual observation of the altitudes of the country 
end courses of the river. It was published in one of his famous anniversary 
addresses ; and he has been equally happy in his last address in pointing out 
the ancient geological condition of the interior of this continent as probably 
the oldest in the world—a fact we who were on the spot could but dimly 
guees, But he seems to have the faculty of collecting facts from every source, 
end concentrating them into a focusin a way no one else can accomplish. 
We understand it only after he has made it all plain in his study at home. 
‘Then followed the famous travels of Dr. Barth and Francis Galton; the most 
interesting discoveries of Lake Zanganyika and Victoria Nyanza, of Captain 
Burton and Captain Speke—whose sad loss we all now so deeply deplore; and, 
again, of Lakes Shirwa and Nyassa; the discoveries of Van der Decken and 
several others ; but, last of all, the grand discovery of the main source of the 
Nile, which every Englishman must feel proud to know was accomplished by 
our countrymen Speke and Grant. 

In all this exploration the main object in view has not been merely to dis- 
cover objects of nine days’ wonder, to gaze and be gazed at by barbarians—I 
would not give a fig to discover even a tribe with tails!—but, in proceeding 
to the west coast, to find a path to the sea, whereby lawful commerce might 
be introduced to aid missionary efforts; and I was very much struck by 
observing the decided influence that what is known as Lord Palmerston's 
policy existed several hundreds of miles from the ocean. I found piracy had 
been abolished, and that the slave trade had been so far suppressed as to be 
spoken of asa thing of the past ; that lawful commerce had increased from 
£20,000 in ivory and gold-dist to between £2,000,000 and £3,000,009, 
£1,009,000 of which was in palm oil to our own country; that over twenty 
missions had been established, with schools in which 12,000 pupils were 
taught ; that life and property were secure on the coast, and comparative 
peace established in large portions of the interior ; and all this was at a time 
when, from reading the speeches of well-informed gentlemen at home, I had 
come to the conclusion that our cruisers had done nothing but aggravate the 
ev ils of the slave trade.

as 1 am often asked what sort of folk these savages are, I may 
r, they were as low as any we have ever met, except bushmen, yet they 
itivate the soil for their sustenance, Cultivating large tract land 
fcr grain, a favourite way of using the produce is to convert it into beer. It 
very intoxicating, but when they consume large quantities they 
become a little elevated. When a family brews a large quantity, the friends 
end neighbours are invited to drink and bring their hoes with them. They 
let off the excitement by merrily hoecing their friends’ field, At other times 
they consume large quantities, for the same object as our regular topers at 
bome. We entered me village, and found the people all tipsy together. On 
aecing us the men tried to induce the women to run away, but the ladies, too, 
were, as we mildly put it, “ a little overcome,” and laughed at the idea of their 
nning. ‘Lhe village doctor arranged matters by bringing a large pot of the 
uid, with the intention, apparently, of reducing us to the general level. 
, the people generally, if we except the coast tribes, are very much like 

, without the drunkenness, 

Wherever the tzetze exists the people possess no cattle, as this insect proves 
fatal to all domestic animals, except the goat, man, and the donkey. Where 
the slave trade is unknown the cattle are the only cause of war. The Makalolo 
will travel a month for the sake of lifting cattle; this is not considered steal- 
ing; and when the question is put, “ Why should you lift what does not 
belong toyon ?” they return the Scotch answer, “ W hy should these Makalaka 
(or b lack fcllows) possess cattle if they can't de fend them ? 

Having secured the goodwill of all the people below and adjacent to 
Murchison’s Cataract, we next proceeded further north, and discovered the 
hire flowing in a broad, gentle stream out to Lake Nyassa, about sixty miles 
alo the cataracts. The country on cach side of the river and lake rises up 
in what, from below, seem ranges of mountains; but when they have been 
necended they turn out to be elevated plateaux, cool and well watered with 
streams, ‘To show the difference of temperature, we were drinking the water 
of the Shire at 84deg., and by one day's march up the ascent (between 
4000 and 4000 feet) we had it at 65deg., or 19deg. lower. It felt as if iced. 
We had no troubie with the people. No dues were levied nor fines demanded, 
though the Maganja were quite independent intheir bearing towards us, and 
trikingly different fram what they afterwards became. Our operations were 
confined chiefly to gaining the friendships of the different tribes, and impart- 
ing what information we could with a view to induce them to cultivate 
cotton. Each family had its own cotton patch ; some of these were of con- 
siderable extent ; one field, close to Zedzane Cataract, I lately found to be 630

would be to place “ Bill Sykes” orone of Punch's garotters as the typical 
John Bull, 

When we had succeeded in gaining the goodwill of the people which crowded 
the whole Shire valley, the mission under the late Bishop Mackenzie came into 
the country. Dr. Kirk had performed a journey from the Murchison Cataract 
across to Zette, a Portuguese village upon the Zambesi. Slave hunters then 
were sent along Dr. Kirk's route by the sanction of the present Government, 
and calling themselves “ my children.”” The scamps! They joined them- 
selves to another tribe called Ajawa, then in the act of migrating from the 
south-east, and who had been accustomed to take slaves annually down to 
Quillimane, and other settlements on the coast. Furnishing the Ajawa with 
arms and ammunition, they found it easy to drive those who were arme1 only 
with bows and arrows ‘pefore them. When Dr. Kirk and Mr. Charles Living- 
stone and I went up to show Bishop Mackenzie on to the highlands, we met 
a party of these Portuguese slaves coming with eighty-four captives 
bound and led towards Zette. The head of the party we knew 
perfectly, having bad him in our employment in Zette. No force was 
employed, for even the slaves of the Governor knew that they were doing 
wrong, and fled, leaving the whole of the captiveson our hands. Bishop 
Mackenzie receiv ‘ed them glady ; ; and in a fertile country, with land froe, in 
the course of a year or two might, by training some sixty boys to habits of 
industry, have rendered his mission independent, as far as native support was 
concerned. 

Having been engaged in the formation of two missions in another part of 
the country, and having been familiar with the history of several, | never 
knew a mission undertaken under more favourable auspices. The good Bishop 
had some two hundred people entirely at his disposal, and would soon have 
presented to the country an example of a free community supported by its 
own industry, where fair dealing could be met, which undoubtedly would 
have created immense influence ; for, wherever the English name is known, it 
is associated with freedom and fair play. We conducted Bishop Mackenzie 
and party up to the highlands; and, after spending three or four days with 
them, returned, and never had any more connection with the conduct of that 
Mission, 

We carried a boat past Murchison’s Cataract. By these the river descends 
at five different leaps of great beanty 1200ft.in a distance of about forty 
miles. Above that we have fifty miles of fine deep rivers, flowing placidly 
out of Lake Nyassa. We touched the bottom in a bay with a line of one 
hundred fathoms, and a mile out could find no bottom at 116 fathoms. It 
contains plenty of fish, and great numbers of natives daily engage in catching 
them with nets, hooks, spears, torches, and poison. The crocodiles, having 
plenty of fish to eat, rarely attack men. It is from fifty to sixty miles broad, 
and we saw at least 225 miles of its length. As seen from the lake, it seems 
surrounded by mountains, and from these furious storms come suddenly down 
and raise high seas, which are dangerous for a boat; but the native canoes 
are formed so as to go easily along the surface. The apparent mountains 
on the west were ascended last year, and found to be only the edges of a great 
plateau, 3000 feet above the sea. This is cool, well watered, and well peopled 
with the Manganja and the Maori, some of whom possess cattle; and I have 
no doubt that, the first hardships over, and properly housed and fei, 
Europeans would enjoy life and comfort. ‘This part of Africa has exactly the 
same form as Western India at Bombay, only this is a little higher and cooler, 





Well, having now a fair way into the highlands by means of the Zambesi 
and Shire, and a navigable course of river and lake, of two miles across, which 
all the slaves for the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf, as well as some for Cuba, 
took, and nearly all the inhabitants of this densely-peopled country actually 
knowing how to cultivate cotton, it seemed likely that their strong propensity 
to trade might be easily turned to the advantage of our own country as weil 
theirs. And here I beg to remark that on my first journ my attention 
having then been turned to the subject, I noticed only a few cases of its culti- 
vation, but on this I saw much more than | had previously any ideaof. Th 
cotton is short in the staple, strong nd like wool in the hand—as good as 
upland American. A second vari 1as been introduced, as is seen in the 
name being foreign cotton ; and a third, of very superior quality, very long in 
the fibre, though usually believed to belong to South America, was found right 
in the middle of the continent, in the country of the Makalolo. A tree of it 
was Sin. in diameter, or like an ordinar tree. All these do not require 
replanting oftener than onc t There is no danger of frosts, 
either, to injure the crops. 

No sooner, however, had we begun our labours among the Manganja 
the African Portuguese, by instigating the Ajawa, with arms and 
nition, to be paid for in slaves, produced the utmost confusion. Village 
village was attacked and burnt; for the Manganja, armed only with 
and arrows, could not stand before firearms. Tl bowman’'s way of fighting 
is to be in ambush, and shoot his arrows unawares; while those with guns, 
making a great noise, cause the men to run away. The women and 
children become captives. This process of slave-hunting went on for some 
months, and then a panic seized the Manganja nation. Ali fled down t 
river, only anxious to get that between them and their enemies; but they had 
left all their food behind them, and the starvation of thousands ensued, 

I always hated putting the blame of being baffied upon anyone else, 
from a conviction that : ought to succeed in all feasible projects in spite 
of everybody ; and, moreover, I wish not to be understood as casting a slur on 
the  § ese AB i Europe—on Viscount Lavradio, the Viscount Sa da 
Bandeira, and others—who are as anxious to see the abolition of the slave trade 
as could be desired ; but the evil is done by the assertion in Kurope of do- 
minion in Africa, when it is quite well known that the Port 
were on half-castes, the cl dren of con s and black women, 
have actu ally to pay tribute to the pure natives. A great nation like ours 

cannot get rid of its obligations to other members of the great community of 
nations, ‘The police of the sea must be maintained; and, should we send no 
more cruisers to suppress the slave trade, we should soon be obliged to send 
them to suppress piracy, for no traffic engenders lawle4sness as does this odious 
trade, 

The plan I propose required a steamer on Lake Nyassa to take up the ivory 
trade, as it is by the aid of that trade that the traffic in slaves is carried on. 
The Government sent out a steamer, which, though an excellent one, was too 
deep for the Shire. Another steamer was then built at my own expense; 
this was all that could be desired, and the Lady Nyassa, or Lady of the Lake, 
was actually unscrewed and ready for conveyance to the scene of the 
missionary work. But that must be done by younger men, specially educated 
for it, men willing to rongh it, and yet hold quietly and patiently on. When 
I became Consul it was with the lent ho; hat I should carry out this 
work, and I do not mean to give it up. 

If being baffied had ever made me lose heart, I should never have been here 
in the position which by your kindness I now occupy. I intend to make 
another attempt, but this time to the north of the Portuguese territory ; and 
I feel greatly encouraged by the interest you show, as it cannot be for the 
person, but from your sympathy for the cause of human liberty ; for it startles 
us to sce a great nation of our own blood despising the African’s claims to 
humanity, and drifting helplessly into a war about him, and then drifting 
d slavery principles. 
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MONTAGU HOUSE, WHITEHALL, THE MAN 
OF THE DUKE OF BUCCLEUCH. 

We give a View of the river front of this noble m ansion, the exterior 
of which is now almost complete, having taken about five years in 
building. The architect is Mr. W. Burn, of No. 6, Stratton-street, 
Piccadilly ; the contractors, Messrs. Holland and Hannen, The edifice 
is in the Franco-Italian style, with those tall, steep roofs which may 
often be seen in the old chateaux of some provinces of France, and 
which have been imitated in the Louvre and elsewhere in modern 
times. The a is entirely faced with Portland stone. Its 
extreme length is 176 ft., including the out-buildings ; but the main 
portion of the house is 144 ft. in length by 88 ft. in width ; and the 
extreme height is about 90 ft. to the summit of the elevated roofs 
above each wing.

s unreasonable praise as surely as rain comes afte r sunshine. 
while he re wher supreme, his word was law ; “ himself had 
was the only answer vouchsafed, after the Pythagorean fashion, 
tors ; he was, as Bacon says, a very despot; but, after twenty 
centuries, revolution came; the tyrant was dethroned amidst generé al 
execration; and his fate was the more ignominious because his reign 
had been so long.

NATIONAL SPORTS. 


Except as regards sales and general attendance, the Doncaster week 
was not so brilliant as we have known it. The result of the Champagne 
Stakes had no effect upon the De a betting, except to harden the 
position of Zambezi’s stable-mate, Liddington ; even at 40 to | no one 
seemed to care to touch an improving colt like Audax; and the 
Doncaster Stakes and Cup were deprived of nearly all their interest 
by the absence of Blair Athol, who received such a kick on the 
knee while running for the St. Leger that he was sent home on Friday 
morning. This makes the fourth St. Leger out of five in succession 
that has been won by the stock of Stockwell. The pace was not great 
this year, and it is well that the ten were got to face the almost 
blinding rain, and that their jeckeys, some of whom, we are told, 
absolutely rode in nothing but mere jockey costume, should have 
steered them as they did. Snowden is a peculiarly determined rider, 
as the style in which he rode Butterfly and Blair Athol at Epsom 
showed, ‘and he was quite equal to the occasion. The Cup (of 
which we gave an Engraving last week), produced a very 
remarkable race, or, as many thought, mull. Baron Rothschild did 
not send Evelina to make running for Hippolyta for fear, we conclude, 
of serving The Miner, and the consequence was that there was no 
pace worth speaking of till about a mile from home, This ex- 
actly suited The General, who had only to wait and outstride 
Hippolyta on the post. Hippolyta’s chance was fairly disposed of by 
these tactics, and The Miner | cut himself hopelessly down by 
trying to come along from the hill, and was tremendously spurred to 
no purpose.

The St. Leger settling has been very 
easy, and it seems that the majority of the Upper Ten, who were 
stanch Peelites all the summer, got round on to Blair Athol at the 
eleventh hour, in spite of the York race, which enveloped everything 
in such an unexpected and delicious pag he If Scottish Chief had 
remained sound, it is quite on the cards that he would have started 
tirst favourite. It is stated that Mr. I'Anson (who very handsomely 
presented the new Doncaster Infirmary with 10 gs.) did not win on 
the race. The added money at the meeting amounted to about £2300,

VISIT OF THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES TO 
DENMARK, 
WE have engraved this week two sketches by our Special Artist, who 
has gone to Denmark for the purpose of supplying Lllustrations of the 
visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales. ‘The subject of one of our 
Engravings is the Royal yacht Osborne proceeding up to the pier at 
Elsinore a short time before the princely couple landed. We have 
already described the scene. The Osborne, with the Danish flag at her 
foremast, and the Prince of Wales's standard at her main, is a noble- 
looking vessel. She could hardly find room in that little nook of a 
harbour to be steered to her berth at the landing-place, and she had to 
be warped round by the stern. This operation lasted three quarters 
of an hour before she was placed alongside the pier. Meanwhile, the 
King and Queen of Denmark, with the Crown Prince and Princess 
Dagmar, and their suite, were rowed to the yacht in a boat, and, 
going on board, offered a cordial welcome to their daughter and son- 
in-law. The Danish flag was hoisted by the Osborne, along with the 
English Royal standard, while the King of Denmark was on board. 
At length the yacht was brought close to the pier. The 
band playing the Danish Royal Anthem, and the marines 
forming a guard of honour on the quarter-deck, the King led 
the Princess of Wales down the crimson-covered gangway, followed 
by the Prince of Wales with the Queen of Denmark on his arm ; then 
came the Danish Prince and Princess, and then the English nurse, 
with the Royal baby well wrapped up. The guns of the castle of 
Kronborg fired a Royal salute, the choral societies assembled on 
shore sung an ode composed for the occasion to the air of “ God 
Save the Queen,” the burgomaster of Elsinore read a complimentary 
address, and the Royal party, having entered their carriages, drove 
off to Fredensborg ¢ Ve give a View of that building, which 
is distant an hour's easy ride from the town of Elsinore.

Their grandd Mary, brought Conington 
into the family of the Cottons, by her marriage with William, second 
son of Sir Richard Cotton, of Ridware, Staffordshire. whose only son 
and heir was the great-great-grandfather of Sir Robert Cotton, the 
eminent antiquary, to whom the nation is indebted for that invaluable 
collection of upwards of 26,090 articles, now preserved in the British 
Museum, under the title of “ The Cottonian Library.” From the extract

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THE WAR IN NEW ZEALAND. 
WE have been favoured by Lieutenant Robley, of the 68th Light 
Infantry, with a drawing of some of the trophies of the conflict, on the 
21st of June, at Te Rangi, near Tauranga, Bay of Plenty, on the east 
coast of the North Island of New Zealand. On that morning a party 
of about 500 men, with a 6-pounder gun, under Colonel Greer, 68th 
Light Infantry, was patrolling, six miles or so from the camp at ‘Te 
Papa, when they came upon a force of Maoris, about 600 in number, 
who were busily intrenching themselves. They had already dug in

says that Sir Robert brought from Fotheringhay “the whole room 
where Mary Queen of Scots was beheaded.” By this, perhaps, is meant 
the deeply-recessed arcade which is now placed on the exterior 
of the ground floor of Conington Castle ; which arcade, doubtless, was 
on the interior walls of Fotheringey, the windows béing above it, the 
incipal window being supposed to be that which now forms the 
rease window of the Talbot Inn, Oundle. This arcade is chiefly on 
the garden front of the castle ; but two of its divisions are shown in our 
Engraving on each side of the entranee-porch, which is said also to have 
been brought from Fotheringhay. Sir Robert Cotton partly formed his 
collection of antiquities at Conington, and frequently received his 
friend Camden within its walls. Sir Robert died at his house at 
Westminster, May 6, 1631, and was buried in the south chancel of 
Conington Church. 

When Sir Roberts great-grandson, Sir John Cotton, succeeded to 
the property, he preferred to live at the family seat at Stratton, in 
Bedfordshire ; and, not wishing to repair Conington Castle, he took 
down the greater portion of it—leaving the stone arcade that had 
been brought from the Banquet-hall of Fotheringhay—and converted 
the remainder into a farmhouse. It was in this state when the castle 
and manor were purchased by Sir Gilbert Heathcote, in 1753, for 
£2500. Sir Gilbert was one of the founders of the Bank of England, 
and was the last Lord Mayor to ride on horseback on Lord Mayor's 
Day. He was the Sir Andrew Freeport of the Spectator ; is mentioned

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COLUMN FOR THE CURIOUS. 


THE magnificent Exhibition of Medizval Art at Malines, which was 
announced to be closed on the 23rd inst., is, we are happy to hear, to 
be continued open till the 15th of October. This we gather from a 
letter of Mr. J. C. Robinson, of the South Kensington Museum, dated 
from Malines, who represents the idea of the gathering as suggested 
by the Loan Exhibition of 1862 at South Kensington, which the 
alines display eclipses in mediseval ecclesiastical art, particularly in 
goldsmiths’ work, although the specimens constitute “ but a small 
sample of the treasures which, after centuries of mutilation and 
spoliation, still enrich the convents and churches of Belgium.” Malines 
is one of the finest and least altered cities of the Low Countries, and 
is a most accessible place, with a noble cathedral, several first-rate 
Gothic churches, a museum of curious pictures; and three great master- 
pieces of Vandyk and Rubens, adorning the altars of churches for 
which they were originally painted; besides wonderful specimens of 
the great school of Flemish seventeenth-century wood and ivory 
carving, and some hundreds of ancient houses of all dates and styles. 
Such are the attractions of the picturesque old town itself. The 
exhibition contains bookcovers, chalices, and reliquaries of every 
style and type; unrivalled works in brass, dinanderies, including the 
great paschal candelabrum, 17 ft. high, from the church of Lean ; 
also, carvings in ivory, from the diptyches and bookcovers of the 
eighth and ninth centuries down to the florid and masterly works of 
the school of Brabant, of the age of Rubens; the productions of the 
Duquesnoys, Faidherbes, and Guellins of the seventeenth century— 
splendid embroidered vestments, tapestry, illuminated manuscripts, 
&c. Here archeeologists may examine, in full light and leisure, the 
principal works from the famous treasury of the Sceurs de Notre Dame 
de Namur; among them should be noted the bookcover, chalice, and 
altar-cover of Frére Hugo de Oignies, the chef-d’ceuvre of one of the 
greatest artists of the thirteenth century; besides the exquisite 
tifteenth-century collar of the goldsmiths’ guild at Ghent, the famous 
reliquary of the Saint Chandelle of Arras, &c. 

Among the historical relics of particular interest to Englishmen may be 

named the tunic of St. Bridget, bequeathed by Gunilda, the sister of Harold, 
to the Cathedral of Bruges; two chasubles and a chalice which belonged to 
St. Thomas of Canterbury, but the chalice is not in its original state ; a superb 
reliquary of gold, with the crucifix and the figures of the Bleseed Virgin and 
St. John, enameled, and adorned with pearls, rubies, emeralds, and sapphires, 
formerly the property of Margaret of York; a reliquary mounted in gold, 
containing a thorn from the crown of our Lord, which was given to Alexander 
of Scotland by St. Lonis, and which subsequently belonged to Mary Queen of 
Scots, who, in 1587, gave it to Elizabeth, daughter of the Earl of Northum 
berland, by whom it was presented to Father Clarke (in the inscription he is 
called Le Clerque), Provincial of the English Jesuit Fathers, who conveyed it 
to the English College at Watten, and at the suppression of the society it was 
intrusted to the Bishop of Ghent. 
It is intended to repeat this exhibition triennially, should it approx- 
imate to a success in a pecuniary point of view, Hitherto sufficient 
publicity has not been given to this assemblage of rare and costly works ; 
and it is Mr. Robinson’s object, by thus directing attention to the 
exhibition, to contribute to its success—a special service to archzology 
for which lovers of art are bound to be grateful. 

Memorials of the struggles of genius are by no means rare. One of 
duplicate interest has just turned up in an autograph of Tasso, recently 
sold Paris, in which is this unpoetical entry :—‘“I, the under- 
signed, acknowledge to have received from Abraham Levy 25 livres ;

Yet the fair formerly extended over sixteen days, 
during which time not only in Winchester were the shops closed and 
all business suspended, but also at Southampton and all other places 
within twenty miles of the Hill. The charter for the fair was granted by 
William the Conqueror to his kinsman, Walkelyn, Bishop of Winchester, 
probably for the support of his newly-founded hospital, dedicated to St. 
Giles, the patron of cripples. William Rufus extended the grant to 
three, Henry I. to eight, Stephen to fourteen, and Henry LI, to sixteen 
days. Dues were levied by the Bishop on all merchandise brought to 
the fair, not only from all parts of the kingdom but beyond the seas, 
It was not an assemblage of canvas booths and stalls, but of streets 
of shops—probably mud walls, thatched, distinguished as the drapery, 
the pottery, the spicery, the stannary, &c.—different counties having 
their different stations. ‘The ¢in trade was the first to fall off, in the 
reign of Henry VI. Yet within the present century much business 
was done here in cheese, and it was thought to be the best horse fair 
in the county. Hops, wool, and leather were in abundance ; and it long 
flourished as a pleasure-fair, to which parties came from many miles to 
eat roast pork for the season, which by the Hampshire folk (says a cor- 
respondent of the 7imes) was thought now to commence. St. Giles’s 
hospitals were anciently in the suburbs of several of our old towns— 
as London (Cripplegate), Norwich, York, Oxford, and Wilton; and 
the two latter have their St. Giles’s Fairtothisday. Within memory, 
Oxford had its good three-day St. Giles’s Fair. 

We have been favoured by Mr. Morris Jones with a communication 









in which he observes :—* With reference to your notice in the 
* Column for the Curious,’ in your Impression of to-day (Sept. 3), of 
the oak panelling removed by me from Cheapside to Gungrog, will 


you permit me to state that the house built by Sir Edward Waldo, 
and of late No, 108, Cheapside, was the identical house in which David 
Barclay, one of the sons of Robert Barclay, the apologist for the 
Quakers, afterwards lived, and received the three Georges (I., LI., and 
III.) on the Lord Mayor's Days after their accession.” In Mr. Jones's 
eg Bem = * Reminiscences” the Royal visits to the Cheapside 
1ouse are minutely described in some forty pleasant anecdotic pages, 
including new particulars of the origin of the great banking firm of 
jarclay, Bevan, and Co., for whom is being built the magnificent 
banking-house in Lombard-street. The staff originally consisted of 
three clerks; and in a note we are told that, on the third clerk 
coming to the office for the first time, he was thus dressed :— 

He wore a long, flapped coat, with large pockets. The sleeves had long 
cuffs, with three large buttons, something like the coats worn by the 
Greenwich pensioners of the present day ; an embroidered waistcoat, reaching 
nearly down to his knees, with an enormous bonquet in the button-hole; a 
cocked hat ; powdered hair, with pigtail and bagwig ; and gold-headed cane, 
similar to those of the present day carried by footmen of ladics of rank. 

We are glad to perceive that the recent removal of the poet Milton’s 
Héuse, in Barbican, has revived the interest attached to the restora- 
tion of Cripplegate Church, which was commenced in 1862, as a 
national memorial to the great epic bard, whose remains rest here. 
He lived in the parish—first in Barbican; subsequently in Jewin- 
street ; and finally in Artillery-walk, on the Middlesex side of Cripple- 
gate, where he died. He was buried next his father in the grand old 
church, which, says the hon. secretary to the Memorial Fund, is all 
that remains of the local past of Milton ; everything that he knew is 
changed but the church. The parishioners, aided by public subscrip- 
tion, have already placed the bust of the poet in a monumental shrine 
in the south aisle ; restored the clustered columns and several windows : 
by aid of a second subscription, the work has been resumed; the 
re 
a national monument to Milton—indeed, as a shrine for his remains— 
is a fit object of national sympathy. Did we possess in this country 
any fund for the preservation of memorials of our great men, that of 
Cripplegate would have a prime claim through “the religious 
solemnity of Milton's own temperament.” 

The restoration of Chichester Cathedral has nearly reached the com-

“THE SUCCESSION AND DEVELOPMENT OF ANIMAL ORGA- 
NISATION on the surface of our globe in different periods of its existence” is 
the subject of some remarks by M. J. Van der Hoeven, the able Professor of 
Zoology in the University of Leyden, which have been translated from the 
Dutch by Dr. Barnard Davis, and inserted in the Annals of Natural History. 
The article is very interesting, as having been written prior to the appear- 
ance of Mr. Darwin's celebrated “ Origin of Species.” The professor gives a 
summary of the history of the question, referring to the opinions of Bonnet, 
De Maillet (author of the singular book “ Telliamed,” his own name spelt 
backwards), Lamarck, and others. Some notion of Lamarck’s views, by his 
notion that habits form a new nature, and that even passions may produce 
such alterations. He thought it probable that fits of anger in Ruminants pro- 
duced congestion in the forehead ; and that by striking each other when they 
fought, a gpeater secretion of osseous substance and a production of horny 
matter might be provoked, by which means they at last acquired horns! The 
following notes express Professor Van der Hoeven's opinions :—“ It would 
require nearly a perfect abnegation of all knowledge gathered by observation 
if we did not admit these fundamental results of paleontological investi 
gations—first, that there existed formerly on our planet other species of 





plants and animals than those now living; and, in the second place, 
that the now living species of plants and animals did not exist from 
dhe beginning of life on earth. . That some species become extinct 
seems in general a fact that is not so strange as that some epecics 
originated in succession that there were consecutive and distinct 
creations of organic forms. Of the first fact we do not want examples,

Thursday week a commencement was made of the proposed Carnarvon 
and Llanberis Railway, which will not only afford great accommoda- 
tion to that class of travellers, but will be of the greatest importance 
in the carriage of the mineral traffic of the « nsisting of 
slates, ironstone, sulphur, and copper. The carriage of these products 
to Carnarvon, for shipment, has hitherto cost from 4s. to 9s. per ton, 
but when the railway is completed the cost will be limited to from 1s. 
to Is. 6d. per ton. The district, although a mineral one, is not coal- 
producing, and all the coals consumed are obtained from Carnarvon, 
and carted there at a cost of little less than 7s. 6d. per ton. The rail- 
way when completed will convey coals to the principal works in the 
district at a cost of about 1s. per ton; and general merchandise, 
which costs now about 7s. 6d. per ton, will, on the completion 
of the line, be carried to and from the district at a cost of 
about 1s. 6d. per ton. The gradients of the line will be easy, and it is 
expected it will be opened for traffic in the July of 1866. Along a 
great portion of the line of its route, some dozen or fifteen years ago, 
there were very few houses, but within the last twelve months 106 
houses have been built in the district of Llanberis alone—a strong 
proof of the necessity for additional accommodation in the neighbour- 
hood. The line was projected by Mr. Rolfe, a local engineer, and suc-

cessfully carried through Parliament in the last Session. The contract 
has been let to Messrs. Dalrymple and Findlay, and the works are now 
commenced. Since much interest was taken throughout Carnarvon- 
shire in the ceremony of “cutting the first sod,” three or four 
thousand people assembled under the shadow of Snowdon to witness 
the proceedings. The ground was kept clear by the Ist Carnarvon 
(Artillery) and 3rd Carnarvon Volunteer Corps, whose bands of music 
werein attendance. The children of the village schools were marched 
in procession to the ground. The Hon. F. Wynn, with Miss Emily 
Wynn and other members of the family of Lord Newborough, accom- 
panied by Mr. Thomas Turner, the chairman, and other Beeston of 
the company, and many of the local gentry, were present. After a 
prayer from the Rev. Mr. Williams, the Vicar of Llanberis, and a brief 
explanatory speech from Mr. Turner, the lady we have named, the 
Hon. Emily Wynn, performed the office of first “ navvy” with admir- 
able tact and elegance. An enthusiastic cheer greeted the discharge of 
the first sod from the elegant barrow she wheeled to the end of the 
platform, and this was followed by a salvo from some 18-pounder 
guns which the Carnarvon Artillery had brought upon the ground, 
Their heavy booming shook the earth, and was responded to by the 
echoes along the whole mountain range till the sounds died away in 
the distance. The effect was inconceivably grand, the crowd cheered, 
and so the proceedings were brought to a close. Shortly after, a select 
company assembled at the Victoria Hotel, Llanberis, on the invitation 
of the chairman and directors, to partake of luncheon in celebration of 
this event.
